According to reliable sources, 
President Carter will announce 
Executive Orders outlawing off 
road vehicle use on public lands 
before April 1, 1977. Sources 
indicate that draft copies of 
Carter's coming address to 


Congress on Environmental 
Quality includes notice of the 
action. All OHV use of federal 
lands would be halted, pending 
completion of environmental 
impact studies, which could take 
years. For full details and what to 
do, see page 5. 


Doug Schwerma, creator of Champion 
frames, was found dead in his small 
pickup truck Monday afternoon, 
March 14 in a remote area of 
Northern California. Friends said 
Schwerma had been despondent since 
the sale of his business. Funeral 
services were held March 19 in 
Berkeley, California. Schwerma, who 
started out working for Milne 
Brothers, went on to found Champion 
Frames, developing his product into a 
dominant force in American Class C 
racing. 


Marty Moates will contest all 12 
rounds of the 250 World 
Championship motocross GP 
circuit. With Ossa factory backing, 
Moates will leave for Europe 
March 30 and will ride the Spanish 
GP on April 3. The AMA sent 
Moates a letter of introduction and 
arranged entries for the first four 
GPs. This information was brought 
to Papa's attention by Marty's 
extremely happy and excited 
mother. 


The March 27 Ascot 100-lap TT will 
be opened this year to Juniors. In 
making the announcement, J.C. 
Agajanian said, “Since we qualify 44 
riders for the heats and the main 
event, we have time and room to allow 
the Juniors to ride as they did until last 
year”. The format calls for the top 20 
in time trials to transfer directly into 
the 100-lap feature, while qualifiers 21 
throught 44 will run two heats to 
determine the other 13 starters in the 
33-rider main event field. 


Don Kudalski is still looking for 
support on the National circuit. 
Seems it's difficult for east coast 
riders to get help, no matter how 
fast they are. Don rode a Can-Am 
at the Houston Astrodome, 
sponsored by Perrin Cycles in San 
Antonio. They're also letting Don 
use the bike at Dallas for the 
Supercross. 


Gary Jones’ Jones-Islo is finally proving 
itself to be a competitive and reliable 
bike on the National circuit. Jones 
Motocross Products will have 30 of the 
first production models available for 
sale in about a week. The bikes feature 
leading axle forks with 10 inches of 
suspension travel front and rear, 
radial engines and other goodies. 


Suzuki's Jeff Jennings will be race 
testing the new RM250-C 


production bike at the Dallas 
Supercross. Due for release this 


summer, the bike has a conical 
front hub, air/spring forks, and 
redesigned exhaust system. 


Koji Masuda, Suzuki's 250cc National 
Champion in Japan, is now racing in 
the U.S. for Suzuki. Koji will race all 
the 125cc and 250cc Nationals 
beginning at Hangtown. He won't be 
eligible for AMA championship points 
for two years, but Koji is now the 
second foreign rider to like the money 
that’s available for doing well in 
America.

Harley-Davidson'’s Rex Staten won't 
forget the 1977 Daytona Supercross for 
a long while. It began when he got 
handcuffed by the Volusia County 
Sheriffs and hauled down to the 
station, and ended when he nosed- 
dived into the treacherous jump/ pit by 
the finish line and broke his wrist. 
Seeing his mechanic being hassled by 
the usual oppressive security goons, for 
not wearing a shirt in the pits, Staten 
had walked over to check it out. “I just 
went over and asked what was going 
on,” Staten said later. “and they said 
‘Put the cuffs on him’ and took me 
away.” Team boss Dick O'Brien 
followed, and Staten and his wrench 
returned shortly. 


Some low-life stole Nancy Emde’s 
YZ80 pit bike when she went into 
the Daytona infield hospital to 
check on brother David after his 
F750 first-lap crash. At Daytona, it’s 
lock it, watch it, or lose it for pit 
bikes. 


Riding the Kawasaki “pre-production” 
motocrosser, Gary Semics won his 
Daytona qualifier, then got stuck in 
heavy traffic in the final. If the one 
they sell is like the one they race, it'll 
be a terror. 


Pierre Karsmakers received his 
newest, latest trick works Yamaha 
which sported such niceties as a 
smaller rear hub, an aluminum 
swingarm, new alloy triple clamps 
and what looked like a titanium 
kickstarter. Detailing like hollow 
drilled bolts added to the lightweight 
{197 Ib.) expensive package. 


Pops Yoshimura, injured when fire 
destroyed his dyno room and workshop 
in North Hollywood, Calif. on Feb. 
18, was released from the hospital on 
March 14. Pops, who suffered second- 
degree burns on his arms and legs, is 
up and around, but not yet back to 
work. His son, Fujio, and employees 
are keeping Yoshimura R&D rolling 
along. 


Being late can be expensive. That's 
what Honda Teamsters Marty 
Smith and Tommy Croft found out 
when they showed up 20 minutes 
late for sign up at the Daytona 
Supercross. At first they were told 
they couldn't ride. Later the 
decision was changed to let them 
ride after each ‘paid a $500 fine. 
Ouch! 


Smith and Croft both qualified for the 
Daytona Supercross final moto. Marty 








broke his bike's swingarm and didn't 


finish, and Tommy finished 17th after 
a nasty endo. 


Daytona dry tank blues: Right after 
taking the checkered flag for 
second place in the Superbike 
Production race, David Emde’s 
Mack Cycle Center Kawasaki died 
— out of gas. The same thing 
happened to Harry Klinzmann after 
finishing fourth in the International 
Lightweight race. Greg Hansford’s 
dice with Takazumi Katayama for 
second in the International 
Lightweight ran out with his fuel 
supply a few laps before the 
checkered flag. 


The final lightweight practice on 
Tuesday of Daytona Speed Weck 
ended abruptly when some of 
Goodyear's slicks started to chunk 
out. The problem batch was recalled 
and replaced with another production 
run flown in. According to Goodyear 
reps, the problem was a curing defect 
in one batch. All 250 riders, including 
those riding Michelin and Dunlop 
tires, had to sit out practice because of 
the Goodyear problem. The AMA 
moves in strange ways. . . 


Holeshot of the month award goes 
to David Emde in the Daytona 
International Lightweight race. 
Because of a heat race crash, 
Emde started 79th on a grid of 80 
250s. Emde had passed the entire 20 
rider third wave before it was off 
the grid. 


Kawasaki rented Daytona Inter- 
national Speedway the week after 
Speed Week and set a slew of new 
AMA and FIM speed records with 
KZ650s, KZ1000s, and KR750s. New 
750cc (KZ650) AMA records include: 
10 mile (124.485 mph); 100 mile 
(119.946 mph); 1,000 mile (114.571 
mph). New AMA/FIM joint 750cc 
(KZ650) records include: One hour 
(119.027, mph); six hour (117.612 
mph). New FIM 750cc (KZ650) 
records include: 10 km (120.887 
mph); 100 km (119.874 mph); 1,000 
km (118.077 mph). Using the KZ1000, 
Kawasaki broke AMA records for: 10 
mile (127.149 mph); 100 mile 
(130.003 mph); 1,000 mile (118.897 
mph). New 1,000cc AMA/FIM 
records include: Six hour (127.717 
mph); 12 hour (118.495 mph); 24 
hour (117.240 mph). FIM records for 
the 1,000cc class were set in the 100 
km (133.726 mph) and 1,000 km 
(128.442 mph) catagories. Using a 
three-cylinder KR750, Kawasaki set a 
new FIM 10 km record at 154.182 
mph. In setting the 24-hour record, 
one KZ1000 covered 2,813.781 miles. 
That's one long, fast day. 


Gary Nixon suffered a broken wrist 
in a Daytona Speed Week 
lightweight practice crash. “Sand 
off the motocross’ course 
obviously was sucked in and tied 
up both cylinders,” said Nixon. 
“Their went our (Nixon and tuner 
Erv Kanemoto) plans. We wanted 
to do well at Daytona and 
Charlotte; go to Long Beach; pick 
up some good starting money in 
Europe; win the F750 
Championship; and then buy up all 
that California drought land.” 


A tip of the Wealey duckbill to J.R. 
Kelley of KK Cycle Supply of Dayton, 
Ohio, who kicked in $2,000 to help 
Nixon defray his Daytona expenses. 


Teuvo Lansivouri, who led the 1975 
Daytona 200 until he crashed, 
missed the 1977 ‘200’ (100?) after 
being stricken with a heavy case of 
flu. 





A CN correspondent says an inside 
source at Honda told him a new line of 
“Trick” motocrossers, based. the 
factory Type-2 racers, would be 
released in June. The bikes will come 
in 125, 250 and 400cc sizes. 


Bernie Schreiber got his best finish 
yet (second) at the West German 
World Championship trial. He's on 
his way home, as the next FIM 
trials round is in the U.S., May 29. 
Results of the West German round:

Autrey both scored 11 points, with 
Bobby Schwartz responsible for 
another 10. Ivan Mauger and Anders 
Michanek topped the Europeans with 
10 points apiece.

Wrong again, the word got passed 
around that we have to leave quick or, 
the Sheriffs (by this time there was a 
car and a helicopter) would get out 
their pads and start writing!

I must 
assume that his presence was “vital” 
because of the nature of us “terrible 
bikers.”

Cleanup: Sierra Club in 


California Off Road Vehicle 
Association, following up a 
bitter denunciation of the 
Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) has withdrawn official support 
from the Rand Open Area cleanup 
April 2-3. (The cleanup evolved into 
an annual event under joint 
sponsorship of BLM, M.O.R.E., and 
CORVA). 

Meanwhile, the Sierra Club printed 
a notice in the Southern Sierran news- 
paper (published by the Angeles 
chapter) asking for support of the 
cleanup drive. BLM spokesmen said the 
Bureau originally turned to ORV 
enthusiast groups when 
environmentalist volunteer efforts 
proved inadequate years ago. 


Sanford scores misuse 
of public money 


Russ Sanford, President and 
Legislative Advocate of Motor- 
cycle Owners, Riders, Enthusiasts 
(M.O.R.E.), on behalf of the 


organization’s 25,000 activists, called 
upon both President Jimmy Carter 
and California Governor Brown to 
halt the defamation of off-roaders by 
people on the public payroll. Sanford’s 
remarks, carried in a letter to 
President Carter, with a copy to 
Governor Brown, came in the wake of 
a well-publicized condemnation of off- 
road vehicles written by a group of 
California scientists. 

Sanford cited particualarly an 
employee of the U.S. Geological 
Survey, Howard G. Wilshire; and 
Professors Stebbins and Cohen of 
University of California as 
collaborators on the anti-ORV tract 
written on University of California 
letterhead and sent to the President, 
nine government agencies, and 27 
other political leaders. 

Sanford continued, “. . .the 
members of this association are fed up 
with pouring out our tax dollars for 
purposes of paying public servants to 
non-constructively criticize and con- 
demn the form of sport and recrea- 
tion that we have chosen.” 


Seventy volunteer pro- 
jects up for grabs 


Sequoia National Forest has 
released a list of 70 Fiscal Year 
1977 project proposals under 
the forest’s ongoing Volunteer 
Action Plan. The purpose of the plan 

` is to save taxpayer money while getting 
forest users actively involved in the 
care and maintenance of their public 
land. 

Many of the proposed projects are in 
designated “open to ORV” areas 
within the forest, or on designated 
ORV trails, lending themselves ideally 
to participation by active motorcycle 
clubs, or even by family trailriding 
groups. 

Some projects may require heavy 
labor and/or equipment. Examples 
are Project 2-3, rehabilitation of the 
Hossack Cabin site, road and culvert 
on a designated ORV trail off 
“California Hwy 190 near Jordan Peak; 
Project 2-13, fence removal at Trout 
Meadow;- and several trail 
maintenance projects on the Hot 
Springs Ranger District, requiring 
brushing, bucking, erosion control 
damming and sign maintenance. 

Others might be less demanding, 
such as Project 6-2, condition survey 
on trails in the Cannell Meadow 
District. This would require volunteers 

to walk or ride about 500 miles of trail 








Carter to outlaw 
offroad vehicles 


President Jimmy Carter’s environmental 
message to Congress will announce a ban by 
Executive Order of all off-road vehicle (ORV) 


use on all public lands administered by the 


Federal government, according to 
draft copies of his speech currently 
being circulated to government 
agencies. According to International 
Snowmobile Industry Association 
(ISIA) Vice President (and attorney at 
law) William Jobe, the President’s 
Office of Management and Budget 
(OMB) began circulating the draft 
March 11. Public announcement of 
the ban by the President could come as 
early as Friday, March 25. 

Included in the speech draft were 
details of two Executive Orders. The 
first will ban all ORV use on public 
land. The second wil establish 
guidelines for review and re-opening 
of specific areas. Re-opening closed 
lands will require a lengthy 
bureaucratic procedure, including 
notice in the Federal Register and 
studies proving that re-opening will 
not adversely affect “environmental, 
social, or archeological character of 
the land.” 

Jobe had been able to verify the 
content of the draft with White House 
staff members, but has been unable to 
obtain a copy of it. 

Unless public opinion can turn back 
the issuance of these Executive Orders, 
desert racing as we know it will come 
to an immediate halt. The only thing

Supervisors. California Assemblyman 
Jerry Lewis was also_enlisted to aid in 
opposition to the Potrero site.

California starts action on 
Hungry Valley OHV park 


SACRAMENTO, CA, MAR. 17 


California State Department of Parks and 
Recreation Director Herbert Rhodes has di- 
rected his staff to begin work on detail plans 
and funding for a “Green Stickie” park at Hun- 


gry Valley, near Gorman, following 
the unanimous recommendation of 
the California Recreational Trails 
Committee. The Committee 
recommendation and Rhode's action 
came after consideration of three 
possible sites for a Southern California 
Off Highway Vehicle (OHV) park. 


According to Rhodes, many 
problems still must be overcome 
before Southern California’s first OHV 
area established with Green Stickie 
money becomes a reality.. There 
remains the staff work of determining 
exact boundaries of the roughly 
19,000-acre site, facilities to be 
provided on site, willingness of current 
property owners to sell, establishment 
of reasonable appraised land values, 
and final approval by both the 
California State Legislature and the 
California Public Works Board. A 
public meeting (date to be announced) 
will be held near the site itself to 
review details. 


The Trails Committee received 
3820 individual letters concerning the 
three proposed recsites, along with 
several petitions and resolutions from 
local government agencies. Hungry 
Valley had 935 letters in favor, only 
two opposed. Potrero received 343 
letters “pro,” 1437 “con” plus an 
opposition petition with 1366 
signatures. (A proponent of the 
Potrero site, Kerry Kennedy, had 600 
signatures on an “in favor’ peition, 
but had gotten started too late to 
present it to the committee before the 
March 10 close of comments.) Ritter 
Ranch, the other proposed site, had 
161 letters in support, 942 opposed, 





and an opposition petition with 552 
signatures. 

In its formal resolution on the 
subject, the committee recommended 
that in addition to the development of 
Hungry Valley, something should be 
done to serve the needs of off-roaders 
in Riverside and San Bernardino 
Counties. Richard Brown, the 
motorcyclist member of the Trails 
Committee, was especially searching 
in his questioning of Potrero 
opponents on this account. 

When some claimed that the 
Potrero site now contributed $40,000 
to the local tax rolls, then asked that it 
be made a State Park to keep vehicles 
out, Brown noted that if keeping it on 
the tax rolls was their desire, it should 
be neither park nor ORV area. Brown 
also put Assemblyman Jerry Lewis 
(whose district includes Potrero) on 
the spot when Lewis expressed concern 
for the legitimate needs of off-roaders 
in his area. Brown told Lewis that the 
assemblyman was in an excellent 
position to bring off-roaders and 
Potrero opponents together to work 
out an alternate site location — “If not 
Potrero, where?” 

Though the choice is now made, i 
may be at least two years before 
Hungry Valley can be formally 
opened; since the project must run the 
gantlet of funding, planning, 
environmental impact reports, and 
approval by the powerful Parks and 
Recreation Commission. Bikers are 
currently able to ride portions of the 
site in uncontested trespass, and use it 
as a staging area for access to trails on 
the nearby Los Padres National 
Forest. o 
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AMA Supercross Series — Round three 


DiStefano and Ellis 
break Hannah’s 
winning streak

Round three of the 1977 AMA Supercross 
Series was held inside the Houston Astrodome 
on a Friday and Saturday night. Each night's 
race was totally separate, concerning points 


adding up towards the Supercross 
Championship, and yet the $25,000 
purse was divided in half between the 
two nights. And that didn’t make 
much sense to the riders. 

The new AMA Supercross format of 
having qualifiers and a feature race 
worked well at Atlanta and Daytona 
where the tracks either proved wide 
enough or offered enough different 
lines to pass, but it didn’t work so well 
at Houston. The tight, hard surfaced 
Astrodome track offered only one line 
to the riders, and unless they chose to 
use the crash-em, bash-em style of 
riding to pass in the turns, there wasn’t 
much action to be seen. The racing 
was usually won in the first turn, and 
how a rider got off the line was usually 
within three positions of how he would 
finish. The course design penalized 
bad starts and many of the top factory 
riders only managed to make their way 
to the 20-lap Feature race each night 
by way of the saving grace of the semi- 
finals after they failed to make it in 
one of the qualifiers. 

Hopefully, for next year's 
Supercross, promoter Pace 
Management will stick with a single 
night of racing. Their expenses would 
be less; the 40-50,000 people they 
attracted for two nights of racing isn’t 
any larger then what the other 
Supercross races drew. 


Tony DiStefano put himself back 
into the winner's circle by stealing the 
show Friday night; Jimmy Ellis pulled 
the rug out from Jim Pomeroy on 
Saturday; and Bob Hannah had 
enough bad luck to allow Pomeroy to 
tie him in the Supercross Series point 
standings.

The way riders were destroying 
themselves on-the-track during 
practice, the odds were that not 





enough would be left once the real 
racing started. One straight section on 
the Astrodome’s track contained a 
Daytona style double jump followed by 
four smaller jumps in quick 
succession. Some of the braver riders 
were trying to keep their throttles 
pegged over the double jump to see 
how many of the smaller jumps they 
could also clear. Karsmakers and Ellis 
got the farthest, but when they had to 
start hauling the local riders off to the 
hospital, reigning Supercorss 
Champion Jimmy Weinert got 
together with the other riders and 
demanded the jumps be made safer. 
Practice was held up half an hour as 
“The Jammer” directed changes to the 
track. 


The first qualifier contained most of 
the talent on hand and perhaps the 
best racing the crowd of some 20,000 
spectators would see all night. Roger 
Brown pulled the holeshot with his 
Penton as  Howerton, Weinert, 
Hannah, Grossi, Sun, Duncan, Semics 
and Moates tagged in behind. Brown 
faded back a little to third place as 
Jimmy and Kent moved up to battle 
over the lead. Their tank bashing 
lasted only for three laps until the 
“Jammer” pulled away for the win. 
Hannah was never able to improve on 
his fourth place position. Semics and 
Moates failed to qualify and would 
have to try again in the semi. Rick 
Burgett had gotten a poor start and 
made friends with the haybales. He 
tried to get running again, but a 
broken reed valve in his OW works 


bike caused the engine to load up with 
the resulting DNF for the qualifier 
putting Ricky out of the competition 
for the remainder of the evening. 

‘Jimmy Ellis and Gaylon Mosier 
tangled for the lead in the second 
qualifier as Stackable crashed, Tony 
DiStefano placed second, and Terry 








Clark had bike problems. Qualifier 
number three went to Texan Steve 
Wise as Jim Pomeroy followed from 
second place and Suzuki's Jeff Jennings 
worked up to third. Round four was 
another paint scraping affair over the 
lead between Bultaco’s Kenny Zahrt 
and Penton’s Frank Stacy as Marty 
Smith and Danny LaPorte followed a 
good distance behind. Don Kudalski 
dropped out with a broken chain on 
the borrowed Can-Am he was using. 

A lot of the top talent had already 
fallen along the wayside in the 
qualifiers with bike problems 
Burgett, Clark and Kudalski — while 
Gary Semics and Marty Moates would 
get a second chance to make the 
feature program if they could place in 
the top two in the first semi. Also in 
the race were Karsmakers and 
Stackable who had bailed off during 
their heats earlier. The ten-lapper 
became a four way battle between the 
displaced factory stars that brought 
the spectators to their feet for the first 
time all evening. Moates was holding 
down the lead when he threw a chain 
on his Ossa and spent three laps 
getting it fixed. Semics nosedived in a 
combination jump/turn that would 
keep the Kawasakirider from going to 
the feature. Karsmakers was left with 
the win as Stackable moved his Maico 
into the last qualifying position. 

Rich Eierstedt holeshot the second 
semi, but before the new factory 
Bultaco rider got halfway around the 
track his bike blew another gearbox. 
Rich joined teammate Wayne Boyer 
who was celebrating his 23rd 
consecutive gearbox failure in the pits. 
Tony Summey moved up to take the 
win with his Yamaha as Ossa’s Greg 
Robertson picked up the last ticket left 
to the feature. 

The 15-lap Consolation race 
belonged to Marty Moates as he 
worked up from third place, passing 
Texan Bobby Pickard in second, and 
then on the sixth lap got around Gary 
Semics for the lead. Marty continued 
pulling away a few feet a lap on Gary 
up to the final lap when the throttle 
cable jammed up on his Ossa. Marty 
pulled off to the side of the track as 
Gary aimed his Rick Jones tuned 
Kawasaki towards the checkered flag. 


The secret for winning at Houston 
was getting the holeshot. And 
everyone knew it. When the gate shook 
the ground it was Tony D looking like 
his old self as he pegged the RH Suzuki 
down the high speed straight and into 
the sweeper to take the lead. 
Supercross points leader Bob Hannah 
was buried back in 15th place with the 
stock YZ 250-D Yamaha, but by the 
time they came around for the first lap 
Bob was already up to seventh. The 


order was Tony D, Steve Wise, 
Pomeroy, Jennings, Brown, Grossi, 
Hannah, Stackable, Mosier, 


Howerton, Savitski, Summey, Croft, 
Boone and Robertson in the top 15. 
Marty Smith, Jimmy Ellis and Danny

LaPorte were holding the back door 
closed, along with Karsmakers and 
Weinert who had crashed on the first 
lap. 

“Gassin’” Gaylon Mosier moved up 
to pass teammate Stackable and was 
fighting “Sugar Bear” Grossi for sixth 
place after the first few laps. Gaylon 
got in front of the “Bear,” but Billy 
didn't like that one bit. He tried to 
repass Gaylon coming off the big sky 
jump only to crash as he landed in the 
following banked turn. The hard luck 
Suzuki pilot suffered a sprained wrist 
which put him out of competition for 
the weekend. 

Midway into the moto, Jimmy Ellis 
was forced to slow down after he ran 
his front wheel up the back end of 
Weinerts Kawasaki and couldn't keep 
the Can-Am pointed where he wanted 
it to go. The only rider really 
improving his position was Hannah 
who had to literally fight for every inch 
on the tight course as he moved up to 
fourth place. Bob was slowly closing 
on Pomeroy and Jennings as they tried 
to see who would keep second place. 
“Bimbo” finally won the argument on 
the last lap, then Hannah slipped by. as 
well, with everyone forced to ‘play 
follow the leader on the one lane slot 
car track: Tony D found his lead 
increasing each lap as his Alan Hahn 
prepared Suzuki almost guided itself 
around in the groove. As they crossed 
the finish line the score sheets read: 
DiStefano, Pomeroy, Hannah, 
Jennings, Wise, Mosier, Howerton, 
Stackable, Boone and Savitski. 

“That win was a long time coming,” 
said Tony, sweating in the humid 
night air. It also collected him a 
$1,000 bounty which promoter Pace 
Management had posted to anyone 
who could stop Bob Hannah's winning 
streak. 

“I got a bad start,” claimed Bob, 
feeling not at all disappointed over the 
break in his winning streak, “and you 
gotta have a good start here or it 
doesn’t matter how good you ride.” 
Saturday Night — Captain 
Cobalt makes Bimbo a brides- 
maid again 

After a mediocre show the night 
before, the 25,000 fans who turned out 
for the second half of the exhibition on 
Saturday night found themselves 
getting a lot better deal. The racing 
got hot right from the beginning with 
the qualifiers after the AMA 
reshuffled the lineup to keep all the 
fast guys out of the same heats. 

Round one in the qualifiers went to 
“Hurricane” Hannah as Suzuki's Jeff 
Jennings continued to show the spark 
he had lit the evening before: by 
moving up to pass Terry Clark and 
finishing second. Chuck Sun and Steve 
Stackable tangled cables to qualify in 
the last transfer spot behind Roger 
Brown in fifth, with the decision going 
to the factory Husky rider. Hannah 
hardly seemed fazed by the banner 
some Mickey Boone fans had hung up 









in the stadium claiming “We shoot 
squirrels in North 
Carolina . . . Hannah Banana. ” 

|. Kenny Zahrt hammered out the 
start in the second qualifier. Kent 
Howerton moved up from a third 
place position to take over the lead as 
Kenny dropped back and Jim Pomeroy 
closed up quickly to take over second. 
Gary Semics got a bad start for the 
second night in a row and failed to slip 
into the top five. 

Qualifier number three saw 
‘Jammin’” Jimmy quickly taking the 
start away from leader Mickey Boone. 
‘Then Danny LaPorte got by as well for 
second place and reeled in Weinert. 
Jimmy was playing his blocking tricks 
in the turns and almost put Danny on 
his head when he got the Suzuki too 
close to the “Jammer” in an effort to 
pass. Gaylon Mosier took advantage of 
LaPorte’s stumble to take over second 
place as Rick Burgett and Tony D 
tried to get around Boone to transfer. 
Rick made it, but Friday night's 
winner didn't and would have to wait 
until the semi for a second chance. 

The final qualifier was a runaway 
for Jimmy Ellis as Frank Stacy held on 
to second, followed by Mike Jones, 
Rich Eierstedt and Tony Summey. 
Both Marty Moates and Marty Smith 
couldn't recover after poor starts and 
make the qualifying cutoffs first time 
around. 

Only two riders out of the semi- 
qualifiers would transfer to the 24 
rider feature event, so all the top 
talent which had so far failed to 
qualify were looking for good starts. 
John Savitski pulled the best holeshot 
in the first semi with his FMF Suzuki as 
Steve Wise endoed two turns down the 
track to destroy his bike and pile up 
half the field behind him. Gary Semics 
slipped to the outside of the wreckage 
and into second place. Steve Stackable 
got stuck behind the jammed up bikes 
and left way behind, but once he got 
his Maico free he began making up the 
lost yardage quite rapidly. On the last 
lap Stackable caught Semics, passing 
him at the finish line to make the 
transfer cutoff by half a foot. 











The big news in the second semi was 
that Tony D was disqualified and put 
out of action for the remainder of the 
night. After Marty Moates almost 
destroyed himself on a malfunctioning 
starting gate and the race had to be 
restarted, Wayne Boyer took the lead 
ahead of Marty Smith, Greg 
Robertson, Marty Moates, Tony D 
and Pierre Karsmakers. Wayne held 
his lead up to the halfway point only to 
fall, turning it over to Smith. With so 
much talent on hand and only two 
tickets available to the feature Tony 
tried to banzai his way up to the front 
of the pack. Flying off the big 
tunnel/ski jump, Tony landed off the 
track. Before he could slow himself 
down he was on another section of the 
course. Rather than trying to back 
track against traffic to try and reenter 
the course where he went off, he 
rejoined the course further down the 
track. He lost a lot of time but Tony 
got back on the gas to catch Robertson 
on the last lap. He made the transfer 
cutoff but was immediately 
disqualified for missing the course. 

Pat Moroney put his Husky into the 
lead of the 15 lap Consolation race 
with Gary Semics and Marty Moates 
quickly closing up to second and third 
spots. Lap six saw the factory 
Kawasaki rider taking the lead away 
from Moroney and Moates moving to 
try and take second. After pushing 
Moroney for four laps in an effort to get 
around, Marty dropped his Ossa to 
give Moroney a secure hold on second 
as Marty still recovered in time to 
maintain third. 

Gary Semics would have liked to 
race the feature, but his win of the 
consolation for the second night in a 
row didn’t make him feel too bad. “My 
bike just didn't work good enough in 


this tacky dirt to get me into the 


feature. Also, I've got a blood clot in 
my left leg and can’t use it in left hand 
turns.” 

The 20-lap feature turned into the 
best race of the weekend as Jim 
Pomeroy powered his fire engine red 
RC250 Honda through the first turn 
sweeper with Mosier,  Burgett,

Hannah, Howerton, Ellis, Jones, Sun, 
Stackable, Jennings, Savitski and all, 
tucked in behind. Hannah 
immediately began his charge towards 
first place only to have it quickly 
brought to a halt on the third lap 
because of a thrown chain. When Bob 
got it back on he was sitting in last 
position. By the halfway point in the 
race he was up to 12th place, only to 
crash and find himself last again. 
Once more, Bob remounted to pass 
riders like Croft and Smith for the 
second time and worked up to tenth by 
the end of the race. 


Gaylon Mosier was pushing 
Pomeroy for five laps trying to get his 
Maico around “Bimbo,” then Jim 
figured he'd had enough and pulled 
out a 50-yard lead. With Gaylon 
disposed of, Jimmy Ellis thought he'd 
give Pomeroy a try and passed 
Howerton, Burgett and Mosier to close 
in on the Honda rider. Ellis slowly 
closed ground on Pomeroy, but there 
was some doubt whether he could do it 
before the race ended. With three laps 
to go, Pomeroy found his road blocked 
by four riders who were being lapped. 

“It was almost impossible to pass out 
there,” said Bimbo. “Those four guys 
got in front of me for almost a lap, and 
it let Ellis close right up on me. Once 
he got a clear drive out of a turn he 
had enough momentum to pass me on 
the next to last lap.” 

Jimmy Ellis crossed the finish line 
some 20 feet ahead of Pomeroy, 
almost the same margin of bad luck 
which had allowed Hannah to beat 
Pomeroy two weeks earlier at Atlanta 
Stadium. Picking up third place was 








Gaylon Mosier (“I'm really happy to 
finish a race for a change!”) ahead of 
Burgett and Howerton. Taking sixth 
place was Jimmy Weinert who stalled 
his Kawasaki in the first turn after the 
start and had to work all the way up 
from last place. Jennings took seventh 
after having to slow his pace due to a 
bent shift lever. Danny LaPorte ran 
with a flat tire almost the entire race 
and was eventually forced to pull off 
the track. Greg Robertson DNFed 
after colliding with Chuck Sun on the 
last lap. e

And it’s certainly worth their while to 
equip their riders with the best 
machinery available. 

Can-Am has prepared a prototype 
of their ’78 production model for Jim- 
my Ellis to compete on. Assembled in 
Canada by the factory (Can-Am‘S Ken 
Rosevear is pictured with Jimmy’s dad 
George Ellis who does the tuning), the 
new black machine features a 
redesigned rear frame section that 
raises the shocks to a more vertical 
angle to increase shock life. Curnutts 
give the bike 10” of rear wheel travel. 
Marzocchi forks deliver 94” up front. 
Swingarm diameter is increased to 1 
3/8” dia. The stock 246cc motor with 
the ports “cleaned up” delivers the 
power. The aluminum fuel tank and 
airbox will be of lighter roto-molded 
plastic on the production model. 

Harley-Davidson built new works by 
Harry Hindall to H-D spec. Produc- 
tion models, due out in six weeks, will 
have the same frame geometry and 
shocks used on the works bikes. 
Kayaba suspension units deliver 10” 
travel at both wheels; the forks use 
air/oil and springs. No Magnesium is 
used on the bikes which weigh in at 
225 lbs. 

Honda is using their RC models, 
new in 1976, with only minor 
modifications. Jim Pomeroy men- 
tioned that they made a change he'd 
been wanting to do while on Bultaco-- 
lower the engine--but the machines 
are basically like last year’s. 

Kawasaki introduced an all new 
achine, and they say it’s pretty close 
0 37 limited production model that 
should go on the market in september.

Yamaha, using basically the same 
esign as last year, has made only 
inor detail improvements to the 
orks machines used by Pierre Kar- 
akers and Rick Burgett in the 
upercross Series. The machines are 
ew, but not much different, accor- 
ing to Motocross Supervisor Ed 
cheidler (pictured with Pierre's bike). 
Beautiful machinery--all of it. But 
leep one thing in mind. It was Bob 
annah, riding YZ250D 
1W3000852, who won the two open- 
ing Supercross events which goes to 
brove that it can be done on a 
production bike — if your name's Bob 
Hurricane” Hannah, and you have a 
uy like Keith “Cheese McCarty to do 
he detail work.

“Do you think Aksland will be able to keep up 
with Roberts?” That was the only question 
anyone had about the eventual outcome of 
Charlotte Motor Speedway’s feature race of 


their weekend long Charlotte Classics. 
Skip Aksland couldn't and Kenny 
Roberts took advantage of the fact 
that the only rider who apparently 
possesses the proper amount of talent 
and trick machinery, Steve Baker, was 
contesting a GP in Venezuela as he 
romped home an easy winner. 
Aksland, who was able to run right 
with Roberts in practice and whose 
heat race win was just a tick of the 
clock slower than Roberts’, took 
second aboard his D.A.R.T. 
(Devlin/Aksland Racing Team) Terry 
Sage-tuned Yamaha nearly a_half- 
minute down on Roberts and his Kel 


Carruthers/Bud Aksland prepared 
Yamaha. 

Aksland, who has an open back 
door supply route to more than 
Roberts’ tutoring, was able to stay with 
Kenny in practice as the pair 
consistently turned 1 min., 17 sec. laps 
over Charlotte's 2.25 mile oval/infield 
course. Those times were two to three 
seconds a lap faster than the other 
competitors. But when the green flag 
dropped on the feature and money was 
on the line, it was all King Kenny. 

Behind the front running pair was a 
wing-ding of a race going on for third. 
Gene Romero, Randy Cleek, Gregg 





Hansford, Harry Cone, Jim Allen and 
Mike Baldwin went at it from the very 
start of the 34-lap race, the second 
road race of the ‘77 AMA Grand 
National Championship/Camel Pro 
Series. 

With first and second spots settled 
as early as the end of the first lap and 
Roberts cutting a blistering 1:16.75 
lap on the third go-around, opening 
up a seven-second lead over Aksland 
— who had a similar lead on the third 
place rider — everyone directed their 
attention to the third spot fight. 

.Texan Harry Cone was the first 
rider to drop back from the six-man 
dice and by lap 11 it appeared as 
though Romero and his Don Vesco 
Yamaha were safely entrenched in the 
show position. Behind him, Hansford, 
Cleek, Baldwin and Allen were giving 
a graphic example of “pavement 
scratching.” 

Canadian Allen, aboard an Ernie 
White-sponsored Yamaha, broke away 
from the “a blanket could have 
covered ‘em” fight and began to close 
on Romero at the halfway flags. At the 
same time, U.S. Road Racing 
Champion Cleek began to drop back 
due to a rear tire that was beginning to 
chunk. Cleek’s mechanic, Larry 
Worrell, had bemoaned the. lack of 
horsepower he was getting from their 
BS&W OWS3] all weekend, “We won't 
be caught down the next time. I’ve got 
our problem figured out now,” said an 
obviously tired Worrell after the race. 
The tire problem was something for 
Dunlop to figure out. 

While Cleek dropped back and 
Hansford maintained in fifth, Allen 
began knocking on Romero's door. 
That door was opened for Allen by a 
lapped rider as the high speed battle 
carried the pair into the infield on the 
20th lap. The lapped rider was Steve 
McLaughlin, who had become a 
teammate of Romero's when he took 
over David Emde’s Vesco Yamaha for 
the weekend. 


Romero and Allen continued their 
position swapping battle and then — 
surprise — Australian Gregg Hansford 
and his N.J. Doyle sponsored/tuned 
Kawasaki jumped smack-dab into the 
middle of the pair and began to stir 
things up. Lapped riders gave the trio 
some close calls and the crowd some 
excitement. At the checkers it was 
Hansford and his green Kawasaki 
breaking up what had been shaping 
up as another all-Yamaha winners’ 
circle ceremony. 

Romero, who 'has “dropped 15 
pounds,” bulled his way ahead of 
Allen on the last lap to continue what 
must be the most consistent string of 
strong road race performances ever 
turned in by a Grand National rider. 

Roberts and Aksland took turns 
pouring champagne on each other and 
anyone within reach yep, Ms. 
Camel Pro Series, Lynn Griffis was 
doused — and a smiling Hansford 
displayed completely totaled racing 
boots. 

Behind Roberts, Akland, Hansford, 
Romero and Allen in the top five spots 
came Darien, Connecticut's Mike 
Baldwin and his _ self-sponsored 
Yamaha. Baldwin, who had clobbered 
the Superbike Production field earlier 
in the day, rode a smooth, consistent 
race to take sixth place money home. 

Seventh spot brought a big smile to 
the face of Phil McDonald. McDonald 
took that spot away from fellow 
Oklahoman Randy Cleek, who as 
mentioned earlier was fighting a 
chunking tire, to score his highest 


Grand National finish since 
undergoing two injury-slowing 
seasons. 


Rounding out the top ten were 
Californian Wes Cooley, Jr. aboard a 
Jim Cowan-tuned Yamaha. and Harry

were llth place finisher Dale “Pig 
Farmer” Singleton on his Taylor 
White-sponsored, self-tuned OW31, 
and Frank Mrazek (usually of the 
Lester Wheels endurance team), who 
rode an ex-Steve Baker/Bob Work 
Yamaha, in 12th. 

The opening lap of the race saw 
Gary Scott's bad luck continue as the 
former Grand National Champion 
coasted across the start-finish lines (the 
finish line had been moved back from 
the starting line to give riders room to 
shut off for turn one in, case of an at- 
the-line battle) at the end. of the 
opening lap with another handful of 
mechanical gremlins. 

Attendance was estimated at 15,000 
and CMS’ Director of Public 
Relations, Joe Whitlock, announced 
that plans: were already underway for 
Charlotte Classics '78. Whitlock said a 
full program of road racing, flat 
tracking and motocross would be run 
next year. 

In addition to shoveling more 
money into the bank and scoring his 
21st Grand National win, Roberts 
increased his Camel Pro Series points 
lead. Roberts now leads defending 
champ Jay Springsteen, 51-29. 

Roberts ran the race at an average 
speed of 102.828 mph in 44 minutes, 
38.261 seconds. We called Steve Baker 
bullet-quick in our Daytona coverage, 
perhaps we should begin describing 
both Baker and Roberts as laser beam- 
quick and leave the bullet-quick tags 
for the rest of this country’s road race 
go-fasters. e

fun being out front all the way. “The 
problem with leading,” said Roberts 
jokingly, “is that you miss all that 
battling behind you. I'll still settle for 
the win.” Kenny later added, “I guess 
the real reason I like to be in front is 
that I've had times where I've raced 
hard on Saturday and then found it 
hard to concentrate on Sunday.” 
Kenny may have taken it easy, but 
that still meant a 27.5 second bulge on 
the battle for second. And what a 
battle it was. Randy Mamola and Wes 
Colley took second place right down to 
the finish line where Mamola’s Jim 
Doyle/Yamaha Motor Corporation 
mount tuned by Kel Carruthers 
squeezed out Cooley's Jeff Cowan 
sponsored and tuned Yamaha by half 
a bike length. 











Right behind that pair came the 
Team Yankee/Kevin Cameron tuned 
Yamaha of Rich Schlachter holding off 
Kevin Stafford’s Paul Dahman/Don 
Vesco tuned Yamaha for fourth place. 
Stafford’s last ditch charge cost him 
heavily, however, as he ran afoul of a 
special rule for Charlotte penalizing 
riders a lap if they overran the first 
turn on the cool-off lap. Stafford 
protested the ruling (as did Harry 
Klinzmann), but the protest was 
disallowed. “I raced to the flag, that's 
what it’s all about,” said Stafford 
disgustedly. “If I had gone straight 
through and onto the banking I could 
see the justification, but I only went 
onto the grass.” 

The battle that would take second 
place to the flag began to brew in the

early laps of the 20-lap, 45-mile event 
with Stafford hanging right onto the 
tail of Roberts as he worked his way 
through traffic to the lead by the time 
the field exited the infield on lap one. 
Stafford held position until Jay 
Springsteen blew by on lap six with 
Schlachter moving past Cooley into 
fourth two laps later. 

Springsteen still held second at the 
halfway flags with a pack containing 
Stafford, Schlachter, Cooley, Conrad 
Urbanowski, Mike Baldwin and 
Mamola very close behind. 

Roberts held an unofficial 15- 
second lead by lap 14 with Springsteen 
falling back the victim of a very-soon- 
to-be-holed piston. (“It was my 
Daytona engine. I had 90 or 100 miles 
on it.”) Mamola, by this time, had 
decided that there was only one plan 
of attack. “I figured I had better get 
going if I wanted second so I just held 
the throttle to the stops and tried not 
to back off anywhere.” 

The thundering six pack of 
Schlachter, Mamola, Stafford, Cooley, 
Baldwin and Urbanowski swapped 
positions within themselves in a mad 
scramble as the laps spun away. 
Schlachter led the pack on lap17 and 
then bobbled a lap later letting 
Mamola, Stafford and Cooley by. On 
the white flag lap Mamola pulled out a 
few feet in the infield which Cooley 
promptly closed up as the pair hit the 
banking. Cooley drafted Mamola, 
setting him up for a pass at the finish 
line. Cooley broke draft a bit too soon 
and Mamola held on for second by a 
hair. Roberts had already made his 
way to the winner's circle.

pair of Moto-Guzzis were sponsored 
respectively, by Premier Motors and 
Amol Precision/Premier Motors with 
Reno making them sing a song of 
power and handling. 

Matching his third place ride at 
Daytona with one at Charlotte was 
Wes Cooley on the Yoshimura R & D 
of American Kawasaki; Jim Cowan 
handling the tuning chores. 

Cooley put the Kawasaki's power to 
good use at the start as he jumped the 
field into the first turn with Baldwin, 
Leibmann and Kurt Lenz right 
behind. Baldwin, slithered past Cooley 
before the pack hit the banking and 
proceeded to leave the racing to the 
rest of the field as he pulled a three 
second lead by lap three with Cooley 
holding an identical margin on 
Leibmann while Dan Sorensen 
displaced Lenz for fourth. i 

Sorensen stuck to Leibmann’s tail 
and the duo pressured Cooley into a 
three way swapping duel for second 
with each of the trio holding that 
position in the middle laps of the 45- 
mile event on the Charlotte Motor 
Speedway course. 

Baldwin's lead was up to 14 seconds 
by lap nine with Kurt Lenz moving up 
to join the second place trio. On the 
same lap, an oil flag displayed in the 
infield caused Leibmann to back off 
momentarily dropping him to furth as 
Cooley and Sorensen flashed past. 
Lenz challenged Leibmann on laps 12- 
14 and dropped him back a spot only 
to have Kurt bounce back a lap later 
when Sorensen was black flagged for 
an oil lead and Lenz ran off the track 
in turn one. 

Leibmann continued to close the 
gap on Cooley in the final two laps 
and, with the white flag out, made his 
move. Leibmann led into the infield, 
Cooley grabbed it back; Leibmann led 
out of the infield, Cooley grabbed. it 
back. It was now a power play. Cooley 
pulled out space on the back straight, 
but Leibmann roared past once the 
bikes hit the banking to take second. 

While the Moto-Guzzis were smooth 
handlers all day, Cooley's Kawasaki 
wasn’t. His cure? “On the straights I 
put my head down on the tank and 
locked my elbows. That cured the 
majority of the wobble until Ireached 
the banking, then it was hang on for 
dear life.” 

Winner Mike Baldwin, never known 
as a man of many words, just smiled in 
the trophy presentation and passed all 
the limelight, as did Kurt Leibmann, 
to Reno “The Wrench” Leoni.

Next 
was Tom Brooks (KTM), flashing by 
with Ron Bebo (Yam), Bob Rutten 
(Hus), and Dwane Carter (TT500 
Yam) in pursuit. Garry Conner 
rounded out the top ten shoes at the 
bomb. 


The course made its dusty way out 
across the flat lands, dumping into 
some baseball-sized rocks and bigger. 
After a mile of this the racers 
approached check one at the foot of 
the famous bottle neck mountain. 
This year the club chose to run it 
backwards with two signs at the 
bottom. Riders had a choice of the “E- 
Z Way” around the side or the “Fast 
Way” over the top. 


The Novice start was delayed, but 
once underway the riders wasted no 
time in getting with the program. 
Leading the “wild bunch” was Scott 
Dinger of the Desert Rats. Next Was 
Don Boese (a Rat also), first 
Heavyweight. First “C” bike and third 
overall was Husky-mounted George 
Earl. Then came Steve Nicholson, 
Marty Olson, Dave Conner, pie plater 
Jeff Blanton, Ken Makos, Dave 
Thompson and lst Beginner J. 
Bustamente completing the top ten. 


By this time the Experts and 
Amateurs had crossed the main road 
leading into Cal City and found the 
first sequence of sand washes. Roeseler 
held on to first, but the hard charging 
Brooks decided he had had enough 
dust and moved into second. Dwane 
Carter, wasting no time, charged from 
ninth place up to third. Ogilvie and 
Wallingsford were still going at it 
handlebar-to-handlebar as Ed Zarp 
settled in at fifth. 


Crossing the Randsburg-Mojave dirt 
road the racers were starting home for 





the pits and water. Bob Rutten pitted 
running seventh overall, third 250 
Expert, Garry Conner was eighth, 
Charlie Barney ninth and Ron “The 
Fox” Bebo 10th. Sandy Robertson, 
running 12th overall on a 125 KTM, 
didn’t show any afteraffects of his long 
layoff, since he was first Amateur, too, 
Keith McKey, who was first Amateur 
at the bomb, didn’t show up in the 
pits. 

Shooting up the back side of a very 
large mountain, Novice Don Boese 
stretched out his lead while Earl and 
Conner diced through the switch back 
flat out stuff. James Bell moved into 
fifth from way back at 25 at the bomb. 
Beginner J. Bustament dropped out, 
leaving sixth to Marty Olson. Tom 
Holms held seventh after Jeff Blanton 
dropped out. Vance Henderson and 
Art Grajeda really got on the gas. 
Henderson moved into eighth from 
35th while Grajeda was so far back he 
wasn't on the number sheet. 


Roeseler, after a slow pit, took off 
sounding really cruddy. Tom Brooks 
overshot the corner of pit row, 
swinging wide and way off course. 
Dwane Carter started to do the same, 
changed his mind and dumped it. Last 
week he said he wished TTs had 
electric starters. He needed one now 
for sure. Harley man Ogilvie screamed 
through the pits with Wallingsford on 
his Up-Tite Husky next. John Tobin 
came through the pits running 17th 
overall, first 250 Amateur, second 
overall Amateur behind Sandy 
Robertson, four bikes ahead. Third 
Amateur through was Ron Irby, first 
Heavyweight. 


Four bikes back came Number One 
Trail Charlie Hamill laying on the 
tank with the throttle at the stops. 
First “C” bike Expert Bill Eisele had to 
keep it wicked as Tom Grant wanted 
to trade places real bad. Right behind 
Grant was James Vincent with the 
same thoughts Grant had. Pat McEvoy 
had second heavyweight as the bikes 
poured through the gas and out for 
another round of “Bull.” The Novices 
pitted with about the same positions, 
then the Beginners started to filter in. 
Leading the new guys was Bob Gable, 
with second Heavy Ed Walters and 
Pie Plate Paul Angelo third. First 
250 went to Paul Ryan, finishing 12th

overall, working his way up from way 
back at the bomb. Second went to 
Rich Watson, with Charles Petty in for 
third. The “C” bike champ was Mark 
Lewis, with Dan Gonzales second. The 
Trail Bike class had a few problems so 
we won't commit ourselves. 

About halfway around the second 
loop Roeseler’ fouled a plug, letting 
Brooks get by. The plug cleaned out 
and Roeseler began to work on his lead 
again. He and Brooks went at it for 
several miles before Larry regained the 
lead for good.

The 
Seniors were really spread out. 
Perennial Dick Camp was 12th, Bob 
Delliplaine at 27th and second Heavy. 

Allen Johnson was 32nd, Francis 
Christiansen at 34th, first 250 Expert. 
The next 250 was at 79th, Mr. Ed 
Williams. Will Eveland kept a 20-bike 
lead over Dave Doney. The charge for 
home plate was over terrain like a 
calm ocean with gradual rises. 

Roeseler got a big shot in the arm by 
beating Tom Brooks to the checkered. 
Bruce Ogilvie stayed ahead of “Sprint” 
Wallingsford for first two-five-oh 
(250). Dwane Carter got off and 
dropped back to seventh. Don Boese 
captured the coveted first overall 
plateau, also first Heavy. George Earl 
finished second overall, first “C” bike; 
Dave Thomspon third overall, second 
“C”; fourth was first 250 Art Grajeda. 

The hot shoes said the course was 
too fast and dusty. The warm shoes 
liked it. No one complained about the 
markings and that’s good. Rescue 
Three did their usual fine job. 

The seized legs trophy goes to Ken 
Makos, who lost his seat at Check One 
of the second loop. Then, to add insult 
to injury, his bike acquired a flat tire. 

On Saturday, festivities (other than 
practicing the bomb) included a five- 
event mini bike race for the 
development of future desert aces. Get

Bob Balentine (400 KTM) out-horsepowered 
Phil Stumbo (400 KTM) for the win at the 
DRA European Scrambles. Stumbo led the 
Amateur/Expert dash to the bomb with 


Balentine, Allen Meek (400 KTM) and 
Tom Kelly (250 KTM) following closely. 


After the first few miles the course 
curved back towards camp and made 
a sweeping turn a few yards from the 
pits. At this point the top four riders 
were separated by only seconds. 

Balentine literally out-powered 
Stumbo on a fast section about half 
way around the first loop.

After 
his first tour around the course, he 








found himself running fifth. 

The second loop was rather 
uneventful with Balentine stretching 
his lead over the rest of the field; 
however Brooks overtook Lee for 
fourth. 

The length of the race was cut short 
due to dust and the overall course 
condition.

Lori Farmer (175 C-A) totally 
dominated the Powder Puff class, 
taking first amateur, and Dennise 
Jones (125 Yam) recieved a better start 
than Nona Richardson (250 KTM) 
(who had to change a plug after the 
banner dropped) for the Novice win. 

In the Beginner go round, Steve 
Lancaster (250 KTM) did the duty 
with Mike Robertson (400 KTM), the 
Junior class winner, and Greg Bedford 
(250 Hus) in shortly after. Craig 
Clarke (500 Yam) was first 
heavyweight ahead of Philip Bayliss 
(400 Yam). Butch May (250 KTM) 
took first Junior 250. 

Eric Hooper led the 0-200 Beginners 
to the bomb and through the first one 
and a half loops. John McConnell (125 
Hon) and Ronnie Wilson (125 Hon) 
slipped past Hooper when he slid out 
in a soft turn and they finished in that 
order. Donnie Morrison (80 Yam) was 
virtually unchallenged by Alan 
Dryden (80 Suz) and Kelly Kline (80 
Yam) for the mini win, Wendy Dooley 
(250 Hon) and Pam Sloan (125 Hon) 
were the first two Powder Puff 
beginners.

Garter National 
Championship 
Enduro... again

BALLENGER CANYON, CA, MAR. 20 


Team Honda’s Jay Tullis and teammate Mike 
Adams shared the overall win at the Dirt Dig- 
gers’s sixth annual Red Garter National Cham- 
pionship Enduro. Both zeroed the course and 


opped four seconds at the two tie- 
breaker checks. The third team 
member, Mark Heacox, lost seven 
seconds for third overall, first Open 
class. 

Tullis has now won the Red Garter 
three times. His competitors are 
starting to call the event the Jay Tullis 
Benefit Enduro. 

As of Friday, the Dirt Diggers 
weren't even sure the enduro was going 
to take place. Heavy snows on 
Wednesday had the Forest Service 
talking about cancellation, but most 
of the snow melted off and the enduro 
went off as scheduled, much to the 
relief of all concerned. The Diggers 
were enthusiastic about the 
cooperation they received from the 
Forest Service in putting on the event. 

The Red Garter is one of Southern 
California's favorite enduros, located 
away from the usual desert terrain. 
The Ballenger Canyon area abounds 
in fast, tight trails which place 
turning ability of machine and rider at 
a premium. Tullis and his slightly- 
modified MR-175 are so dialed into 
this run that it’s very, very tough to 
beat him and for the last three years, 
impossible. Mike Adams gave it a hell 
of a try on his CR-250 enduroized 
Honda while Heacox made a C&J- 
framed XL-350 to give Honda a 
repeat of last year’s clean sweep. 

It looked like Bultaco’s Mike 
Hannon would provide Tullis with 
serious competition, but somewhat 
slow schedules combined with 
Hannon’s burning a check on the 
second loop put him down a couple of 
points. 

There was no argument among the 

A” class riders that the enduro was 
too slow. Five zeroes at a National? 
The terrain was there to make it 
happen, but the speed averages, in the 
opinion of riders surveyed, were just 
too conservative. A couple of tight 
sections at 24 miles per hour could 
have made things interesting. The 
melted snow had something to do with 
it, setting up excellent traction, which 
made riding the usually slick off- 
camber- turns easier. 

Hannon's teammate, Ben Bower, 
also zeroed the course, as did Husky- 
mounted Tom Spurlock. Their tie- 
breaker scores kept them out of 
contention for the overall win but still 
put them in the top five. 

The “C” class riders sat out the first 
loop, which was for “A” and “B” riders 
only. Last yeat’s loop was fast — most 
riders this year were very surprised 
when they found they could maintain 
the average. One check was hard to 
get to, located right after a quick 36 
mph section. There were quite a few 
zeroes there, to the amazement.of the 
loop captain. Tight terrain followed, 














but at a sedate 18 mph average, which 
even “B” riders could hold. Still, a 
number of riders put themselves out of 
contention when they blew checks, 
early or late. Don Sanford (ranked 
fourth in National Enduro standings), 
all the way from Odessa, Texas, 
burned a check (or “busted it” as they. 
say back there) and wasn't too happy: 
at all. His new factory four stroker (a 
sano C&J-framed XL-410) was 
working well though in its maiden run. 

The second loop had everyone 
worried as rumors of snow still on the 
trail proved to be true. One uphill was 
still pretty sloppy, so the Dirt Diggers 
made it a “free section” with an extra 
hour tacked on to the next speed 
change to allow for bottlenecks. The 
“free section” was a good thing as the 
hill got pretty jammed up late 
numbers found a long line. Many club 
members helped riders having 
difficulty on the hill. At the top, 
competitors took advantage of their 
free time to bombard approaching 
riders with snowballs. 

The “goat trail" that followed was 
treacherous and riders were extremely 
cautious, inching along the foot-wide 
path on the side of a mountain. At the 
speed change “layover,” there were 
stories of one poor soul who fell off 
three times before he finally made it, 
(“You helped him too?") 

Second loop averages were even 
easier to maintain than those on the 
first, which made the “B” riders happy 
but had the National riders depressed. 
At least it was really a fine day for 
riding, with clear, crisp skies, very 
little dust and lots of traction. 

The Dirt Diggers have promised 
that next year will see a couple of 
touch sections with fast averages to 
spread the riders out. If so, the 1978 
Red Garter should be just about the 
best enduro around. It was just shy 
that little bit this year. 

Results are still pending due to 
protests, but the overall winners won't 
change. The battle for number one 
Senior will be between Tom Getzfrid 
(Yam), Ron Fry (Yam) and Ken 
Lewis, Sr. (Hus) as they all dropped 
just one lonely point. ‘Team Montesa’s 
Dave Evans and Fred Hayes also came 
in with a point lost in a fine ride. Only 
one minor injury was reported when a 
rider caught a branch and bloodied 
his cheek with a nasty gash. The 
narrow trails on the ridges psyched a 
lot of riders out and many were barely 
moving for fear of falling down a long, 
long way. e

Suzuki quick seal tire - 
sealer/inflater

his product is a fine 
example of a good idea 
that sometimes works, 
sometimes doesn’t. 


We've managed to blow up two cans of 
this stuff by duct-taping it to various 
parts of an enduro bike. One can 
exploded (actually, it didn’t 
“explode,” but the contents did squirt 
out quickly) over the whoop-dee-dos at 
an enduro near Red Mountain, CA, 
permanently staining the seat and rear 
fender of a famed DKW. The other can 
came apart just two weeks ago while 
strapped to the handlebars of a TT500 
in a family enduro. 


We were able to carry a can of this 
stuff on a street bike for a year without 
it coming apart, but the one time we 
needed it, the can barely put enough 
air and sealer into the rear tire of the 


750cc machine to get us to a gas 
station. We lost air constantly on the 
ride halfway home, stopping at gas 
stations for air refills on the way. 


Let us put it this way. If you're out 
in the boonies with a flat, putting a 
can of this stuff in your tire may allow 
you to ride slowly back to civilization 
without replacing the tube, if all goes 
well. On the other hand, don’t count 
on ‘going too far too fast on a Quick 
Sealed tire. 


Maybe two cans would work better. 

This product is not recommended 
for off-road use, and conditionally 
recommended for nervous road riders 
who don’t know how to use tire irons, 
don’t carry a spare tube, or don’t want 
to get their hands dirty — 


temporarily. 





Bell Motostar Helmet 
By Dale Brown 


ells Motostar full- 

coverage helmet has 

been out for over a year 

now and I've had mine 
for a little over a year. It’s held up 
quite well during that time with the 
exception of the rubber masking 
around the face opening letting go 
around the sides. 

There is no real noticeable — whilst 
wearing it difference in weight 
between the Motostar and the regular 
open-face Bell helmet. Visibility is 
only slightly impaired. Once broken 
in, the helmet is quite comfortable. 


One bothersome thing is the rattling of 
the duckbill visor Bell supplies. with 
the Motostar. Duct tape is necessary to 
avoid being driven to distraction. 
Oddly enough, accessory visors that I 
tried never rattled at all. 

Goggles are not difficult to put on 
with the duckbill style visor or and any 
of the short visors, but it can be a bitch 
with a Hallman-type visor. Goggles 
must be coated with some sort of anti- 
fogging chemical, especially if it is 
cold, because the mouthguard deflects 
your breath vertically. Many riders 
have drilled vents in the mouthguard 
to improve ventilation. That 
mouthguard has been a life saver on 
more than one occasion. Without it I 
could have had my teeth sandblasted 
by following 650 Triumph twins and 


Yamaha TT500s down sandy roads. 
The rounded front of the mouthguard 
is a perfect place for a CZ or whatever 
stickie. 

The paint has held up very well, 
with only a few scratchmarks incurred 
in a 60 mph endo. 





Malcolm Smith water bottle 


eing a real fanatic on 
avoiding dehydration, 
we found Malcolm 


Smith's little water bottle to be 
just what we needed. Nothing trick, 
its your standard-issue backpacker’s 
clear plastic waterbottle tucked into a 
stout nylon belt-hanger. It has a tight 
plastic stopper snugged down by a 
screw-on cap, and both are attached 
to the bottle by a plastic security tie so 
they won't get away. The “belt-and- 
suspenders” double cap approach 
keeps the bottle mouth nice and clean

so your first swallow doesn’t contain 
several grams of grit. 

It is has any drawback, it’s limited 
capacity (about a pint). However, you 
really don’t want much more weight 
slapping about on your belt while 
trying to go fast, so maybe this size is 
the best compromise. 

One of the quickest cures for 
blurring vision, crushing fatigue and 
incipient crashing can be a healthy 
slug of water. Wouldn't want to go to 
the desert (or the woods) without it.

The ‘Belle Starr” Camera 
Helmet

hat’s in a name? In this 
case, the Belle Starr is a 
Bell Star — with embel- 
lishments. Developed by 
filmaker Peter Starr (Bad Rock 
Portrait of a Champion, All 
American Race, etc.) for on- 
track camera work at speed, 


the helmet uses aircraft gun 
cameras and `/or counterbalance 


weights bolted to breakaway mount 
turrets. The rider can mount one 
camera with a counterbalance to 
minimize neck strain, or he can mount 


two, for a simultaneous fore-and-aft 
look at the surrounding racer traffic. 


Each camera (a war surplus item 
similar to the ones that bring you the 
good parts of “Baa, Baa, Black 
Sheep”) weighs just over four pounds 
and shoots at three pre-settable 
speeds. Power comes from a 24V Ni- 
Cad battery that mounts to the bike. If 
the rider should unload, all cable 
connectors breakaway clean. If he 
should land on his head, the camera 
turrets will come away. also; they are 
designed for low-load breakaway to 
prevent neck-wrenching loads. The 
general idea is to retain the protective 
capabilities of the helmet in spite of 
the extra equipment — a tall order. 

When used in-sync with a lip mike 
taped inside the helmet and a mini- 





recorder inside the rider’s leathers, the 
equipment allows real-time recordings 
of the rider’s thoughts on the track. 
This is how they got Gary Scott's inner- 
helmet musings during “All American 


Race”, Peter Starr’s rationale for all 
the extra effort: “When you interview 
someone, his mind works differently 
than when he’s got that sucker 
between his legs.”

King Richard 
masters 


Masterlinks’ 
season 
opener

WIGGINS, MS, FEB. 29 
Three-time AMA National En- 
duro Champion Dick Burleson 
may have answered the oft heard 
question, “Can he do it again?” 
as he smoked everyone in the 
Masterlinks M.C. organized first 
National Championship Enduro of the 
1977 season. 


Saturday morning revealed a large 
number of post entries as riders came 
from as far away as Wisconsin and 
New Jersey to ride on something 
besides snow. The New jersey Two- 
Day Qualifier, originally scheduled for 
the same weekend, had been post- 
poned ensuring a good turnout of top 
riders. 

Saturday's weather, windy and 
overcast, found many riders rejetting 
to compensate for the moisture-laden 
air. 

The Can-Am enduro team, con- 
sisting of last year’s runner-up in the 
championship points race,Skip Olson 
and up-and-coming Kevin Snapp, 
showed up early Saturday morning. 
Both were riding the new Can-Am 
“Qualifier” series machines--Olson on 
a 250 and Snapp on a 175cc model. 

U.S. Suzuki is again sponsoring a 
serious effort with New Jersey's Bruce 
Kenny, Massachusetts’ Herluf Johnson 
and Virginia’s Ted Worrel doing the 
riding. Eastern Regional Service 
Manager John Morgan was on hand to 
coordinate the team effort. All three 
were on PE250s fitted with suspension 
components from the RM 
(Motocross) models. 

Team Husqvarna’s Bob Popiel and 
Dick Burleson drove down from Nash- 
ville for the event. Bob, as in 1976, is 
riding a 360 Automatic; Dick is 250 
WR mounted. Cycle East, a motor- 
cycle accessory distributor in Prat- 
tville, Alabama is helping both Popiel 
and Burleson at the National Enduros 
and Two-Days in '77. Buzz McQueen 
who organized last year’s successful 
Hercules Two-Day effort is now em- 
ployed at Cycle East, and will assist the 
Husky riders throughout the year. 

Noticeably absent was the Penton 
clan. Many expected Jack, in par- 
ticular, to show up after making his 
comment in Cycle News to “smoke 
Burleson and his title.” 

Upholding the Penton name were 
Jim Fogle and Bill Geier, both on the 
new GS-6 woods machines. Jim made 
the drive down from Lancaster, Ohio

to do business in the 250cc ranks. New 
Jersey's Bill Geier showed up with a 
400 model and a vow to ride every 
National Enduro that doesn’t conflict 
with the Two-Day series. Rumor has it 
that he has a brand new van and 
another GS Penton waiting for him on 
the west coast so that he can fly back 
and forth for events. 

Following Saturday evening’s high- 
winds and torrential downpour, Sun- 
day dawned clear and cool. The eight 
o'clock starting time was delayed one 
hour after Masterlinks rider Terry 
Webb and the AMA's Al Eames 
discovered a sixty foot bridge under a 
foot and a half of water when they 
made a 5 a.m. course check. The area, 
however, drained quickly, and the 
bridge was left in the route. 

Checkpoint one at 13.6 miles caught 
surprisingly few riders riding exactly 
on time; most were either early or late. 
Bill Geier hit the check five minutes 
early but used it to his advantage since 
it brought him five minutes closer to 
zeroing the difficult second section. It's 
interesting to note, however, that if 
Geier had waited and passed through 
check one exactly on time, he still 
would have won his class. 

By the second gas stop, the field had 
been drastically reduced in number. 
Burleson, riding on minute 42, was the 
fifth rider to reach the check--in 69 
miles, he'd passed over 160 riders! 

The never-ending tight pine wood 
trails found more andmore riders 
houring out, unable to keep the pace. 
The ten mile reset at 75.6 miles (which 
represents 25 minutes gained) helped 
some riders stay within their hour, but 
by the time most reached the sixth 
check at around 72 miles, they were 
already over the one hour limit. 

The finish, 103.6 miles, saw a few 
riders hit the known check early. Up to 
fifteen minutes is allowable under 
AMA rules, but most contestants had 
to gas it right up to the last second. 

As is normal at the start of the 
season, many riders had experienced 
problems with their new machines. 
The entire Suzuki team had chain 
problems. Herluf Johnson commented 








that he'd lost his at least five times. 
Skip Olson’s Can-Am lost its rear 
brakes, and after the hard-charging 
rider took two dives over the bars, he 
decided to cool it. He still finished 
third in the 250cc A class. 

Out of a starting field of 335 riders, 
only 27 finished within the one hour 
limit. Three of them were B riders: 
Mike Reynolds, who won High Point B 
and thus advances to A 
classification; Allan Smith, the 250cc 
B winner; and Vic Jones, second in the 
250cc B class. 

At the sixth check, to show how 
tight and tough the course was, some 
of the country's top riders were over 
forty minutes late while Burleson lost 
“only” twenty minutes there. 

The new season has only just begun. 
But if he can continue to outride the 
competition like he did today, “King 
Richard” Burleson can easily claim his 








fourth consecutive National Enduro 
Championship crown. °

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King Richard 
rolls on at 
Stone 
Mountain

DALTON, GA, MAR. 5 

The Georgia Crackers Motor- 
cycle Club's annual Stone Moun- 
tain Enduro, in past years the 
AMA National Enduro season 
opener, took a back seat this time 
around to the Mississippi round held 
on the previous weekend. (See p. 26 
for Misstssippt coverage . . . Editor.) 
But, second or not, it wasn’t obvious 
from the attitude of the riders. All the 
serious National Championship 
contenders showed up with intentions 
of starting the season all over again, 
only this time with themselves in the 
driver's seat. Whipping Dick Burleson, 
of course, was everyone's goal. 

Burleson, however, had other plans. 
And he continued to maintain the 
blistering pace set while winning the 
opening round last weekend, totally 
dominating the enduro scene. Dick 
gave up only 27 points this afternoon; 
his closest competition came from 
Can-Am’s 1976 championship runner- 
up, Skip Olson. Olson's second best 
score of the run 38 fell short of 
Husqvarna’s “King Richard” by 11 
marks. 

Stone Mountain has always been a 
tough run, and the 1977 version was 
certainly no exception to the rule. 
Rain, starting Saturday, continued on 
until the first riders left at 9:00 a.m. 





The name Stone Mountain comes 
from the rough sections that cross the 
tops of the many mountains in the 
area. The huge boulders and rocks in 
those sections make the riding very dif- 
ficult, quickly draining strength from 
the riders. They ‘could have called it 
“Mud Mountain” this year, and the 
hills soon became nearly impassable in 
many spots. Bottlenecks formed, and 
getting through became a real chore. 
Relatively few riders saw the finish 
line, with a finishing rate of about ten 
percent. 

Burleson was the earliest National 
rider to leave, riding on number 25. 
Near the halfway point, he'd passed all 
the earlier numbers and was the first 
rider on the trail. Skip Olson and 
Dick’s Husqvarna teammate Bob 
Popiel were a few numbers behind 
Burleson, and both kept him in sight 
for most of the day. Bill Geier, who'd 
taken second overall behind Burleson 
on the previous weekend in Mississip- 
pi, was riding in the middle of the 
pack and also doing very well. Bill won 
the Open A class with the third overall 
best score of 41. 

1977 is beginning to look like 
another Burleson year, his shot at an 
unprecedented four consecutive 
National Enduro Championships. But 
what will really be interesting, with all 
the very good riders on the enduro cir- 
cuit, is the race for second place. °

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Question: When is a Wil- 
derness not a wilder- 
ness? 


Answer: When it’s a 


popular recreation area. 


Few bikers really know what this 
“wilderness” thing is all about 
— except that it’s something to 
be feared when your favorite 
riding area is about to be 
snatched away into the National 
Wilderness System. So join me 
on a day's hike up California's 
Mt. San Gorgonio and maybe the 
pieces will fall into place. (What am I 
doing walking up a mountain when I 
could have been riding. my 
mororcycle? Don't ask.) 

Now Mt. San Gorgonio, if you're 
not already aware, is smack in the 
middle of the San Gorgonio 
Wilderness, administered by the San 
Bernardino National Forest. To go 
there, you're supposed to have a 
Wilderness Permit, an innocuous little 
slip of paper issued by the Forest 
Service through the Regional 
Forester's office. (Applications are also 
available at backpacking/hiking/ 
outfitting shops.) The permits are 
fairly easy to come by, unless the 
Forest Service limits entry to prevent 
overcrowding. All too often, however, 
people just park and lock their vehicles 
at a nearby campground and start 
walking, permit or no permit. This 
causes the Forest Service a great deal 
of upset, but strict enforcement is not 
always practical. 

So there I was, with my permit 
tucked safely into my Bultaco 
fannypack alongside first aid kit, 
canned peaches, raisins, jerky and 
nuts, a canteen slung over my 
shoulder, an Australian bush hat on 
my head, my Iowa s. stompin’ 
boots (with the super-traction soles) on 
my feet, and standard-issue grubbies 
in between, trudging up the steep trail 
from the bottom. Did I say steep? If I 
were to attempt it on a trials bike, I'd 
have to stop after every third or fourth 
switchback to rest; punctuating my 
progress with lots of uncouth 
wheelspin on the powdery surface. By 
contrast, a Bernie Schreiber or a 
Marland Whaley could have treated it 
like a freeway without breaking 
traction. Keep that in mind, as I did, 
while making several similar mental 
notes on the way up. 

On foot, it was just steady, huffy- 
puffy work. I must have met two dozen 
people coming back the other way on 
this first leg of trail, which climbs 
some 2,000 feet before levelling out. I 
was passed once by two limber, 
healthy looking chicks going up; and 
passed them in turn when they stopped 
at a viewpoint to gab. They eyed my 
Montesa sweatshirt with obvious 
distaste. 

At the first small plateau, the trail 
levels out and the tall trees begin in 
earnest. In this early morning hour I 
notice there's a_brightly-colored 
bedroll and/or a quietly sleeping 
figure under every tenth tree, just 
about. This first level spot up from the 
bottom is a popular sackout area. 

Moving on, the population thins 
out; but rarely do five minutes go by

that I don't get a glimpse of a bright- 
colored tube tent, spy a wisp of 
campfire smoke, or hear quiet talk or 
laughter at a distance. There are 
many beaten side trails leading to 
favored. camping spots with 
spectacular views. 

It's like this in one way or another 
most of the way up. Being a biker, I 
got bored and left the main trail in a 
“short cut” that turned out to be 
nearly straight up. In doing so, I 
finally gained solitude and almost got 
myself in a peck of trouble. I ended up 
thoroughly winded by the altitude on a 
9500-foot crest with the main crest in 
plain sight across a gorge I was too 
tired to cross. The way back down led 
along a dry watercourse that was 
alternately choked with brush and/or 
storm-felled trees, with spotty, 
treacherous footing in between. I was 
damn glad to rejoin the dedicated trail 
at another high plateau which was also 
a popular flop area for backpackers. 
Bits of funny foam on a quiet pool in 
the nearby stream indicated some of 
the neighbors had sloppy toilet habits. 
I refilled my canteen well upstream 
and moved on, returning to my van at 
the bottom just after nightfall. I'd 
been up there about 14 hours, getting 
myself alternately lost and found 
again; at times all too close to my 
fellow humanity; at other times 
frighteningly far away should I make a 
critical slip. 


I'd gathered a lot of food for 
thought on the way. Many of the trails 
and some of the terrain in the San 
Gorgonio Wilderness could be ridden, 
and ridden with insignificant impact, 
by a very special breed of rider on a 
very special breed of motorcycle. But 
motorcycles don’t belong there. Other, 
similar places exist where riding is 
allowed. This place, by usage, 
tradition, and Federal law, belongs to 
the hikers. It is a special preserve for a 
special kind of recreation, and no 
other. But is it a wilderness? 

Webster's New World Dictionary is 
really savage with the definition of the 
word. (wilderness, n., an 
uncultivated, uninhabited region; a 
waste.”) The definition sells short the 
preservation ideal that lies behind the 
National Wilderness System. The 
ideal, in itself, is valid. A very 
necessary balance, a handle on sanity 
for “civilized” man, lies in pockets of 
wildness: places so wild, so 


unaccessible, that they are still largely 
untouched by man. Such places are 
truly valuable wilderness; and they 
exist, even in California. However, to 
retain their value, they must remain 
untouched. That means unvisited. 
True wilderness should be entered 
only for purely scientific purposes by 
an increasingly elite group of 
intensely-trained specialists — and by 
no one else. 

This is not what Congress has 
created in the name of “wilderness.” 
Outdoor people, and especially bikers, 
are caught in a cruel trap of 
misconstrued word-meanings given 
the force of law. What is happening 
today (typified by H.R. 3454, the 
“Endangered American Wilderness 
Act of 1977") is not the preservation of 
untouched land; it is the playing of a 
cynical zero-sum allocation “game” to 
distribute land among competing 
recreational users, according to rules 
which are not fully understood by all 
the players. 

Highly-placed U.S. Forest Service 
planners tell us, for instance, that the 
existence of designated motorcycle 
trails in an area does not automatically 
disqualify it for wilderness. Yet its 
designation for wilderness or for 
wilderness study automatically 
disqualifies those trails for motorized 
use. After designation, the area may 
be entered in many ways; but not with 
a motor. 

That leaves a lot of room. Entry on 
horseback is legal. Entry by horse- 
drawn wagon is legal. If the wagon 
had a chrome moly frame, magnesium 
wheels, and: fully-independent airbag 
suspension, it would still be legal — so 
long as there's no motor on it. 

A hiker’s mobility, staying power 
and comfort may be enhanced: by the 
possession of $100 boots, a backpack 
with a titanium frame, and space-age 
insulated clothing materials. Inside his 
backpack may be a number of 
increasingly miniaturized, increasingly 
sophisticated devices to give him light, 
warm food, fire, drink, comfort. And 
it's all legal. The prohibition in 
“Wilderness” is not against the entry of 
20th Century technology, only against 
the‘entry of motors. Are you listening 
John Muir & Co.? 


More and more in public debate, 
you're going to hear the phrase 
“creation of reckless Congress” used to 


describe a government agency or a | 
government program that is out of | 
control. The present web of wilderness | 
legislation is such a creation. What we 
have does not give us what we need. 

The nation at large needs wilderness 
— true wilderness that is meant to 
preserve a given state of nature for 
generations. That means establishing 
a category of lands that are closed to 
everyone — hikers, bikers, horsemen, 
all. 

The land that is not pristine | 
wilderness still needs to be allocated in | 
such a way that people get to touch a 
bit of wildness without destroying it. 
This means creating a class of lands 
whose purpose is for primitive-level 
recreation. To make this work among 
user-groups, new definitions and new 
word-meanings are needed. 

In getting a handle on “how 
primitive is primitive,” the U.S. Forest 
Service has established a six-level set of 
“Recreation Experience Levels” 
ranked from “Primitive” down to 
“Level Five,” in a step-by-step 
sequence of increasing man-made 
intrusion, decreasing hardship. The 
important thing to note is the common 
thread that unites the levels 
“primitive” down through “two.” It’s a 
motivational thread that’s spelled out 
in scientific detail by A.E. Keir-Nash’s 
landmark survey of Los Padres 
trailriders. These levels of recreation 
satisfy basic needs, require high-order 
outdoor survival skills, involve intense 
physical effort. The only difference 
between Level Two and the others is 
the presence of a motor in the 
equation. 


Suppose a motorcycle rider arrives 
at a remote spot after hours of riding, 
covered with sweat, totally drained, 
carrying on his person only the barest 
backpacking essentials. The 
“rightness” or “wrongness” of his 
presence there, compared to the. 
presence of a hiker or horseman, is one 
of relative degree, not of absolutes. 
This is the stuff of which political 
compromises are made, provided that 
the competing user groups can arrive 
at some mutally agreed-upon standard 
of compatibility. 

If such a standard could be 
hammered out by user reps face-to- | 
face, it would be a simple matter of | 
hanging numbers on a concept and 
calling the result a ‘‘Wilderness- 
compatible Motorcycle.” It would bea 
matter of deciding specific levels for 
noise, for low-end tractibility, for 
maximum weight and types of tires; a 
matter of setting standards of rider 
skill and social responsibility, then 
devising methods of certifying same. 

This type of compromise is stymied 
as long as people are sucked into word- 
traps created by Congress. Present 
wilderness legislation arbitrarily 
addresses the needs of one recreational 
group at the expense of another whose 
needs are similar. It does so in the 
name of preservation and in the name 
of science, when in actual practice 
neither science nor preservation are 
served. This is an intolerable situation. 

What is needed is not another 
wilderness bill. What is needed is a 
redefinition of wilderness, and a 
regrouping of recreational priorities, 
And only Congress can‘do this. 


If you agree with this line of 
reasoning and its conclusions, do mea 
personal favor. Photocopy this column 
and send it to your Congressman or 
Senator along with a letter stating your 
own concern. I don’t know how much 
it will help; but as I watch the cruel 
game being played against 
motorcyclists by a cynical handful of 
preservationists, I doubt if it will hurt.

Rob Murray came back from a 
problem-plagued Daytona to win 
both the Open and the 250 GP 
classes at the first AFM road 
race held at Riverside Raceway this 
year, 

In the Open class, it was easy 
pickings for Murray, who entered the 
only TZ750 in the race. The usual 
Open class competitors were either 
racing the AMA National at Charlotte, 
North Carolina, or else recuperating 
from Daytona injuries. Pat Eagan 
(KR250 Kaw) chased Murray for 
several laps before losing second place 
to Gil Martin (Yam 250), then pitted 
with a fractured exhaust pipe. 
Ron Hlavka (Yam 250) went from 
near last to third overall by the end of 
the race, and showed up second 
overall, first 500 in the results because 
Martin declared his 250- and ran for no 
points. (Under AFM rules, 250cc 
machines cannot run in the 500 GP 
class for points or trophies). 

In 250 GP, Murray led about half 
the race, with Dick Fuller (Korbs 
Trading Post-sponsored Yam) playing 


catch up- Fuller caught Murray on the ` 


fifth lap, and the dice was on. One 
lap, the pair went around turn six 
side-by-side, drag-raced toward turn 
seven, and tried to outbrake each 
other into turn seven. They see-sawed 
back and fourth, hard on the brakes, 
each getting on the binders, getting 
off, trying to brake later into the turn. 
At the last possible place to pitch into 
the turn, Murray had a wheel on 
Fuller, and Fuller leaned his bike over 
on top of Murray's. With fairings 
tóuching, Fuller łeaning on Murray, 
Murray trying to push Fuller to the 
outside, the battle raged right around 
the turn. That lap, Murray stayed in 
front. Another lap, and Fuller passed 
and stretched out what looked to be a 
secure lead. But one more lap, and 
Murray: braked way late into seven, 
went past Fuller, and pulled it out to 
win. Gil Martin (Yam) ran third the 
entire race, and Ron Hlavka rode his 
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the win. 
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Mike Montgomery (13) leads here, but by the end of the D-37 Elsinore TT, Don Grigsby (1) had “’T-boned” his way to 





TZ250 from last place to fifth, behind 
Tony Smith (Yam). 

Terry Waugh led the two first laps 
of 550-750-Open Production on his 
Yoshimura R&D of America 845cc 
GS750 Suzuki. Two first laps, you ask? 
It seems that Dick Fuller forgot what 
he was riding (“I think I upshifted for 
a TZ, which would be brake on the 
Triumph.”) in turn two after the start 
and crashed the Mr. Jags Dunstall- 
piped Trident, causing the red flags to 
fly at the end of the first lap to 
accommodate debris removal. 

Waugh led at the end of the second 
first lap after the restart, with Paul 
Ritter (750 Duc) and Mark Homchick 
(750 Mr. Jags Norton) right behind, as 
it was the first time around, But Ritter 
wore on Waugh, and passed to take 
the overall win. Homchick, making 
good use of the Norton in the fast esses 
and other parts of the track where 
ground clearance hampered the 
Suzuki, also passed Waugh, who still 
took first Open Production. 

It was almost the same story in Open 
Superstreet, except that. Ritter didn't 
enter. Waugh led the opening stages 
of the race, but Homchick got by and 
made it stick with the venerable 
Norton. When Waugh’s bike started 
missing at high rpm, Jim Haberlin 


- (1,000 Lav) got by, too. 


Gordon Seim continued his recent 
domination of 250 Production on the 
fastest, most reliable Can-Am TN’T 
ever seen on a road course in Southern 
California. Last month at Ontario 
Seim beat Kevin ‘Andress (Yam) and 
Wally Karpynec (Suz).

Maico. Both are in top shape; both are 
entered in two classes, and the rider 
has been known to walk away with a 
total of four trophies.

Road Runners’ Coyote is ‘‘Push, Carry 


and Cuss’’ Enduro

RAINIER, WA, MAR. 6 


Darren Simonson (Yam) gave himself a nice 
present for his 15th birthday; he was the first 
and only 125 B rider to complete the Road 
Runners MC’s tough annual Coyote Enduro. 


Although Darren has .been around 
bikes most of his life because his dad is 
in the business, this was Darren's first 
attempt at competition. Darren said 
that one of the reasons he did so well 
was that he was riding on the same 
minute with Dan Brecht (Hus) and his 
efforts to keep up with Brecht kept 
him from being too late. 

The Road Runners put a lot of 
thought into this enduro. In past years 
it has rained before and during the 
event making the Johnson Creek clay 
impossibly deep and slippery. Despite 
all the talk of drought, Road Runners 
planned on rain and most of the hills 
that’ are truly impossible when wet 
were skirted or routed so the riders 
went down them instead of up. 

Forest-wise veteran riders thought 
the pace could have been picked up 
slightly. Although it had rained some 
in the days before the event, for the 
first 15 or so riders the ground offered 
gobs of traction and everybody was 
having to slow down to keep on time. 
Competitors on later minutes did not 
have this problem as the damp clay. 
quickly became chewed up. Ruts 
became so deep that riders were forced 
to hold their feet up as the bikes 
churned through case-deep grooves. 

One of the nice things about riding 
in the woods is that there are usually 
trees at the bottom of a hill to break 
your fall. With Mount Rainier as a 
backdrop, the trail winds through tall 
pines and cedars, around windfall logs 
and across gurgling streams. However, 





all the scenic beauty was wasted as the 
bug-eyed rider looked wildly around 
for a soft place to crash during an out- 
of-control two-wheel lockup slide 
down a muddy hill. 

The course was perfectly marked, 
although a few riders, intent on where 
their front wheel was headed, 
managed to get slightly lost. Several 
danger marks pointed out road 
crossings, and another was just before 
a one-plank bridge where flat-out 
speeds would land you up to your ears 
in icy creek water, It was also easy to 
forget what you were doing in the few 
dry spots such as the .super-long 
downhill just before check one. Riders 
slalomed down the gentle slope, 
enjoying the scenery and occasionally 
ducking under branches. 

The club used a lot of fire road to 
give the riders some rest after the gut- 
busting forest sections. ‘There was only 
one real bottleneck; a deep ditch 
where early riders had cut a rut. Don 
Rhodes (Bul), first Open A rider, said 
even when he came along (about 75th) 
there were still places where the most 
experienced riders could find ways 
around the really bad spots. Joe 
Brouwer (Yam) agreed, although he 
said he sank up to his ears in mud once 
and quit at least twice during the 
event. Brouwer took the top honors in 
the 250 A class. 

The Thurston County fire 
department had a pumper truck in the 
pit area, squirting mud off bikes for a 
buck each. At no extra charge, the

firemen squirted the muddy riders, 
too. 

Glenn Brown (Bul) insists that his 
two years away from bikes did little to 
make him forget how to ride enduros. 
Glenn, who won the 250 B class, has 
been out racing a Lotus in Formula A. 
How much farther from Enduros can 
you get? 

Leo Nixon (Kaw) and Gene Brown 
(Yam) tied for first in the 125 A 
competition. The tie was broken by 
comparing the scores at a random 
check and Leo had done better in that 
section. 

Everybody who quit after the first 
loop now kick himself. Not only did 
they miss some of the easiest riding on 
the run, but they missed one of Joe and 
Vi Davis’ famous hot dogs. A hot dog 
stand on an enduro course? In truth, 
Joe was running check four like a drill 
master. He was set up with everything 
a worn-out rider could want 
something to drink, gas, four brands 
of oil, tools, spark plugs, 
encouragement, and hot dogs. There 
was a crackling fire where the 
exhausted could rest and warm up 
after the chill of riding in the 
afternoon rain. But few availed 
themselves of the Davis’ hospitality. As 
one rider put it, “I better keep going so 
I can get to the finish before I die.”

While it was the first big flat 
track event of the 1977 season, it 
looked more like a replay of the 
1976 season's archrival battles 
between Don Bailey and Rick Delacy, 
interspersed with speed spurts from 
Jim Mertens, Rusty Davis and Rodger 
Slack.
